Cost of living increase 
lowest since Dec. 68 


WASHINGTON (DPI) - The cost of liv­ 
ing of Americans rose less in August 
than in any month since December, 1968, 
providing the strongest evidence yet that 
the worst inflation in 20 years is being 
contained, the government reported to­ 
day. 
The Bureau of Labor Statistics (BLS) 
said the consumer price index increased 
0.2 per cent last month, half the advance 
recorded in May, June and July and one 
third the April increase. 
Nixon administration economists hail­ 
ed the report as evidence that the gov­ 
ernment’s economic policies were suc­ 
ceeding in the battle against the steep­ 
est price rises since the Korean War. 
Over-all prices were still rising, but at 
a slower rate. The government's con­ 
sumer price index advanced in August 
to 136.0 per cent of the 1957-59 base 
period. That meant it cost $13.69 for 
goods and services that could have been 
obtained for $13.57 in July and $10 a 
little more than a decade ago. 


The seasonally adjusted price rise in 
August also was 0.2 per cent. The sea­ 
sonally 
adjusted increase in both June 
and July was 0.3 per cent. 
The August increase in seasonally ad­ 
justed 
prices was the smallest since 
September, 1967, and the rise of 3.5 per 
cent over the past three months was 
the smallest since the last quarter of 
1967. 
Food prices increased 0.1 per cent in 
August, less than usual this time of the 
year, resulting in a 0.1 per cent decline 
in the seasonally adjusted scale. But the 
cost of clothing increased 0.1 per cent 
and services, including medical care 
and home upkeep, were up 0.6 per cent. 
Joel Popkin, assistant commissioner 
of the BLS, cited these changes in food 
prices: eggs down 2 per cent; potatoes, 
down 6.4 per cent; tomatoes down 14-.6 
per cent; frying chickens down 2.9 per 
cent, but lettuce up 17.6 per cent, and 
coffee up 1.3 per cent. 


W orker goes berserk; 


kills four in Albany 


ALBANY (UPD 
— A state worker 
returning 
from a month’s 
sick leave 
went 
berserk with a rifle today, killing 
four fellow employes, all women, in the 
Labor Department building on the state’s 
office building campus. 
The gunman then killed himself with a 
bullet in the head. 
The shootings occurred on the fourth 
and fifth floors of the building, housing

Authorities identified the gunman as 
Joseph W.

of Albany, a 
senior administrative analyst in the Di­ 
vision of Employment in the State Labor 
Department. The shootings occurred in 
the department’s administrative offices, 
a five • story building. 
Police 
said White brought the gun to 
work in a box wrapped with Christmas 
paper and tied with a big red bow. 
The four women victims were secre­ 
taries. 
They were identified as Sandra 
L. Peterson, 24, of Amsterdam; Linda 
D. Willis, 21, of Waterford, and Patricia 
Chromlk, 22, and Mary Ann Reinisch, 
27, both of Albany. 
Police were dispatched to the scene 
by a male caller who reported, “ T here's 
been a shooting in the Labor Department 
— and he’s still shooting.” 
Employes in the building, about 3,000 in 
all, were sent home for the day after the 


shooting, according to capital police. 
Arnold 
Proskin, 
Albany county dis­ 
trict 
attorney, said White had been on 
medical leave and was reporting back to 
work for tbe flrsi time in a month. 


“ It was apparently the man’s first day 
back to work, he had come in this morn­ 
ing after a month on sick leave,’’Proskin 
said. “ It was some kind of stomach ail­ 
ment. 
“ He brought in a box with him, it was 
all wrapped up,’’Proskinsaid. “ Heopen­ 
ed the box, took out the rifle and began 
shooting. Why did he do it? The man is 
dead; it’s Impossible to say.” 
The weapon was described as a 30.06 
Remington rifle.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - House Space

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Decisive tank battle ends 
civil war, Hussein states 


By United Press International 
King Hussein said today the Jordanian 
government and Palestinian guerrillas 
had agreed to end their civil war after 
a decisive tank battle in which invading 
Syrian forces were driven back into 
Syria. 
Hussein made the announcement in a 
joint statement with Sudanese Premier 
Gaafar ElNumeiry, one of a four-man 
mediating team sent to Amman by an 
Arab summit meeting in Cairo. 
Shortly before the announcement over 
Amman Radio, MarshalHabes Al-Majali, 
the Jordanian Chief of Staff, said his 
forces had beaten back the Syrian in­ 
vading forces from Jordanian territory 
into Syria. 
Hussein’s 
announcement came after 
seven days of civil war which may have 
killed as many as 15,000 persons and 
brought United States and Israel close 
to intervention. 
In 
a seven - minute radio broad­ 
cast, Hussein said, “ The agreement has 
received the blessing and approval of 
all.” 
The current Middle East crisis began 
with the hijacking of Western planes to 
the Jordanian desert by Palestinian Guer­ 
rillas two weeks ago and flared into 
civil war Thursday, Sept. 17, when Hus­ 
sein proclaimed a military government in 
Jordan. 
The Syrian invasion starting last week­ 
end worsened the situation but the United 
States and Britain asked Russia to ap­ 
peal to the Syrian regime to withdraw 
its forces from Jordan before the Mid­ 
east exploded. 
Early today King Hussein, after con­ 
sultations with the Cairo mediators, is­ 
sued a four-point plan for ending the 
war. And as a conciliatory gesture he 
freed four guerrilla leaders captured 
by his men in fighting which devastated 
Amman and left thousands homeless and 
starving. 
Leaders of the ten Arab nations gather­ 
ed in Cairo for a summit conference 
Tuesday. They held a series of informal 
meetings while their peace mission nego­ 
tiated in Amman with Hussein and the 
guerrilla leaders. 
The mediators were led by Numeiry 
and included Prem ier Bahi Ladgham of

Railroad strike 
agreement seen

Tuesday. Details of the proposal, were 
not announced. 
New York attorney Fred Livingston, 
head of an emergency mediation board, 
said Tuesday he was confident a settle­ 
ment would be reached today.

confidence 
was echoed by As­ 
sistant Labor Secretary W. J. Usery, 
who said, “ We are very optimistic that 
it can be worked out.” 
The 
United 
Transportation Union 
has not announced a definite strike date, 
nor has it said whether it would strike 
all the nation’s railroad or only select­ 
ed ones. However, it has said it will 
feel free to strike after midnight. 
If the union should call strikes against 
only a few railroads, it is likely the fed­ 
eral courts would rule as they have in 
other such cases — against “ whipsaw” 
strikes because the union had bargained 
with all railroads as one unit and there­ 
fore must strike all or none. 
Livingston said shortly after negotia­ 
tions were resumed Tuesday that both 
sides had agreed in principle to carry 
out the recommendations of the em er­ 
gency board, and were trying to iron 
out details for implementation of the 
recommendations. 
The recommendations were:-Combin­ 
ing the jobs of fireman and brakeman 
on diesel freight locomotives, reducing 
the number of engine crewmen from 
three to two. 
—The “ free exercise of seniority,” 
meaning the railroads should assign 
eligible firemen to the jobs they want 
on the basis of seniority.

in East power shortage

The power shortage that has plagued 
much of the Eastern Seaboard for the 
past two days today reached its “ worst 
level” in New York City with some sec­ 
tions completely blacked out. 


Utility 
companies made urgent ap­ 
peals to consumers to cut down on eleo 
trical usage and at the same time drop 
ped voltages in at least five states. 
To 
conserve 
power, 
a bail game 
scheduled for tonight in Baltimore be­ 
tween the Orioles and the Detroit Tigers 
was postponed until Thursday. The power 
shortage also darkened part of capitol 
hill and affected thousands of Washington 
residents. 


New York Mayor John V. Lindsay said 
“ the power crisis that has interm ittent­ 
ly gripped our city this summer has 
reached its worst level today. 
“ Power has been shut off completely 
in some areas of the New York al­ 
ready — and the peak demand period 
still lies ahead this afternoon.” 
Lindsay urged New Yorkers not to use 
electrical appliances unnecessarily. 
“ I urge every citizen in every borough 


and every neighborhood to do his share 
in helping to reduce the demands on our 
power supply,” he said. 
F irst indication of trouble ahead came 
at 8 a.m . as temperatures again climb­ 
ed toward the 90s when the Penn-Jer­ 
sey-Maryland Power Interconnection an- 
nounced it had dropped voltages by 5 
per cent. The drop affected New Jer­ 
sey, Pennsylvania, Maryland, Delaware, 
Virginia and the District of Columbia. 
Consolidated Edison, the utility serving 
much of the New York metropolitan area, 
quickly followed suit with an 8 per cent 
drop. 
In neighboring New Jersey, the state’s 
largest power supplier began a “ phase 
four” emergency, asking selected large 
industrial users to cut down on their use 
of power. 
I he Potomac Electric Power Co. do- 
clared a power emergency and reduced 
voltage to its 340,000 Washington area 
custom ers by 5 per cent. 
In Baltimore, the Orioles-Tigers game 
was called off and will be played Thurso 
day afternoon instead. The Baltimore 
Gas and Electric Company reduced power 
by 5 per cent. 


Cambodian troops move

PENH (UPI) - Cambodian 
troops pushed to within 250 yards of the 
city of Tang Kauk today but heavy opposi­ 
tion by North Vietnamese infantrymen 
held them off, Cambodian military offi­ 
cers said. Fresh Cambodian units were 
committed to the battle.

Penh, the Cambodian High

announced that more than 
60.000 men fighting under Communist 
banners had been killed in the six months 
since the ouster of Prince Norodom Si­ 
hanouk.

of the action at Tang Kauk said one bat­ 
talion of Cambodian paratroopers clos­ 
ed to within 250 yards of the city while 
a Hanking force to the east had reached 
a point 1,250 yards from lt. 
As night fell, Tang Kauk was still re­ 
ported in Communist hands.

spokesmen 
Identified 
the 
Communist troops in the city as elements 
of 
275th 
Regiment of the North Viet­ 
namese army - about 3,000 men. The 
Cambodian 
force, reinforced today by

battalion, totaled about

There was no report on casualties at 
Tang Kauk. Newsmen were barred by 
Cambodian headquarters. 
The U.S. Command in Saigon said an 
explosion ripped the U.S. freighterS.S. 
Amerigo after dockers had finished un­ 
loading explosives at Cam Ranh Bay, 185 
m iles northeast of Saigon early today. 
There were no injuries and it was not 
known whether the blast was the result 
of communist mines.

Girls 'invade' famed boys' college prep school

“ When you walk into a class 
of about 15 boys and they all 
start giggling, well, you just 
wait until they’re through, then 
sm ile.” Suzy Firgh, a 14-year- 
old going on 20, summed up the 
first day’s reaction of three 
girls enrolling this year at the 
Dunn School, a private college 
prep school for boys near Los 
Olivos. 
Comely young ladies 
Rikki 
Johnson, 17 of Los Oli- 
VOS and Liz Shannon of Happy 
Canyon, in Santa Ynez Valley, 
nodded assent. 
Their first day among the 82 
all - male 
students in grades 
eight through 12 was filled with 
plans. Already Suzy and Rikki 
were considering riding their 
horses to school as they live 
close by. Liz, who lives about 
30 m iles away, arrives in a jeep 
which she learned to drive “ at 
an early age — so I could bounce 
off 
fences without hurting my­ 
self,” she said. 
During 
lunch 
hour in the 
cafeteria, they 
rapped with 
school headmaster, 
William 
Webb, bubbling enthusiasticaL 
ly about putting up fanciful de­ 
corative items in their own la­ 
dies room, trying out for water 
polo, appearing in school thea­ 
trical 
productions in the con­ 
verter barn where assem blies 
are held, or movies directed and 
produced by male students with 
some assistance by fathers in 
this professional field. 
By virtue of the physical su­ 
periority required, most of the 
male - oriented 
sports 
pre­ 
empt active participation for the 
girls. C ross - country running, 
weight lifting, lacross, or soo- 
cer anyone? 
But the girls, right from the 
beginning, are expected to share 
in the chores. Keeping the ladies 
room clean and working as a s­ 
sistant librarians during their 
off - periods are some of the 
jobs delegated. 
For 
Suzy Firgh and Rikki 
Johnson, it is their first time 
at Dunn School. For Liz Shan­ 
non, it is her second approach 
to the school she attended from 
kindergarten through 
second 
grade 
before 
transferring to 
the Santa Barbara school sy s­ 
tem. During those years, Dunn 
became a prep school for boys, 
with 
dorm itories on campus. 


The girls are day students only. 
Though this is not the first 
year Dunn has accepted a girl 
student, it is still rare enough 
to provoke comment from the 
boys. The girls were selected 
only after careful 
screening, 
with 
emphasis 
on academic 
achievement. 
To reverse the myth that all 
students are blue bloods, head­ 
m aster William Webbcommen^ 
ed that “ One - tliird of the stu­ 
dents receive financial aid and 
$21,000 has been budgeted for 
scholarships this year.” 
No facet of education is over­ 
looked. Besides those subjects 
already noted, extracurricular 
activities span survival camp- 
ing; a student - published pap­ 
er, 
literary 
magazine 
and 
yearbook; debating; art; shop, 
sailing; 
astronomy; 
chess; 
archeology; 
rifle 
shooting; 
back 
packing; 
ham 
radio; 


bicycling; 
horseback 
riding; 
and photography with a finish­ 
ing 
lab 
housed in a form er 
underground 
bomb 
shelter. 
For the live-in 
students, a 
nondenominational chapel serv­ 
ice is held each Sunday after­ 
noon 
on the campus. A chapel 
committee composed of inter­ 
ested 
students 
help with the 
weekly services and carry out 
community service projects in 
the community. 


The g irls’ 
curriculum for 
their regular classes include 
Spanish, algebra, science, Eng­ 
lish, 
chem istry, 
geometry, 
contemporary 
problems 
(so­ 
ciology), 
computer 
math, 
American history. Many tim es 
there is only one girl to a class, 
with 
a 
maximum 
of 15 stu­ 
dents, an average of eight. 
The trio discussed their fu­ 
ture vocational commitments. 


Liz: 
“ I’m 
interested in so 
many things, I don’t know at this 
point. After I learned about Ni­ 
cholas and Alexandra, for in­ 
stance, I wanted to become a 
queen.” 
Rikki: 
“ I once thought I 
would like to be a snake charm­ 
er. But I’ll probably be working 
with underprivileged children, 
probably as a social w orker.” 
Suzy: “ A veterinarian.” Cur­ 
rently 
she 
is 
breaking and 
training a half- Thoroughbred 
half - Q uarter horse. 
The girls applaud the sense 
of 
freedom and privileges at 
Dunn. “ And the teachers are 
really great,” said one girl of 
the instructors, which repre­ 
sent both genders. “ They real­ 
ly care about you.

a ir m arshals in the sky to 
thwart hijackers appears head­ 
ed for certain congressional 
approval before Congress ad­ 
journs.

passengers to pay for it.

Committee approved the mea­ 
sure Tuesday.

press conference “ the day Ky 
lands in the United States there 
are going to be groups doing 
everything possible to place this 
man under arrest and bring 
him to tria l.” 
The Women’s 
strike 
For 
Peace said in a statement “ We 
denounce the Thleu-Ky dictator­ 
ship, the Nixon administration 
and the ruthless unjust war 
which they perpetuate. 
Ky’s 
visit to the nation’s capítol is 
an affirmation of this alliance 
of destruction.” 
Ky’s visit will bring a half- 
million people to cheer Ky and 
urge President Nixon to do 
everything necessary to win the 
war, according to Carl McIn­ 
tyre, 
the 
rightwlng 
radio 
revivalist sponsoring the pro­ 
war rally. 
Dr. Sydney Peck, an asso­ 
ciate professor of sociology at 
Cleveland’s Case Western Re­ 
serve University, said at a 
press conference with Davis 
Tuesday, “ I want to make it 
perfectly clear we regard Ky as 
a war cim inal.” 
He added protest orgranizers

Legislature, b r a n d e d a 
“ bureaucratic maze” by Gov. 
Ronald 
Reagan, 
planned to 
adjourn its brief veto override 
session today and allow mem­ 
bers to resume campaigning for 
re-election. 
After two days of trying to 
override Reagan’s vetoes, the 
score stood at 19-0 in t h e 
governor’s favor. 
Republicans, with only a few 
notable exceptions, voted along 
party 
lines to sustain the 
election-year vetoes of theGOP 
governor. 
Democrat Jess Unruh, Rea­ 
gan’s outspoken campaign op­ 
ponent in the Nov. 3 election, 
planned to renew his fight to 
override the governor’s “ out­ 
rageous” 
partial 
veto of a 
highway 
patrol 
salary bill. 
Unruh needed 54 votes Tuesday 
and failed, 45-5. 
“ Crime 
is 
increasing 
in 
California faster now than any 
time in our history,” Unruh 
said, “ but only about two cents 
of every state dollar spent goes 
for crime control or prevention. 
It’s time we replaced talk with 
money.” 
Originally, Reagan said the 
state’s “ tight fiscal situation” 
forced 
him 
to 
reduce 
a 
legislative - approve five per 
cent CHP salary hike to three 
per 
cent. 
But 
at 
a news 
conference Tuesday, the gover­ 
nor said the extra five per cent 
boost would have been “ unfair” 
to other state employes. 
Most state employes, includ­ 
ing highway patrolmen, earlier 
this year were given five per 
cent salary raises. The new 
three per cent CHP raise is on 
top of that. 
“ There was nothing I hated 
more than having to veto this 
bill,” the governor told his first 
capitol news conference since 
Aug. 4. 
“ The highway patrol...is one 
of the finest bodies of its kind 
to be found in the nation, if not 
the world...if you ask me my 
personal feelings about it, I ’ll 
tell you I don’t think there is 
enough money to pay them for 
the great job they are doing.” 
But the governor noted the 
patrolmen will be receiving an 
eight per cent overall raise, 
compared to five per cent for 
other state employes. 
“ It was just a plain case of 
balance,” he said. “ To put one 
section of employes totally out 
of line, it just didn’t seem 
fair.” 
The California Associationof 


Highway 
Patrolmen, 
mean­ 
while, said it may go to court 
to seek the added raise for its 
5,600-man force. The pay boost 
would cost $1.6 million and 
come 
out 
of 
the 
highway 
construction fund. 
Reagan also explained his 
controversial veto of a bill 
which would have set up a 
$150,000 commission to study 
splitting of the sprawling Los 
Angeles School District. The 
Republican author, Sen. John 
Harmer of Glendale, failed to 
win an override Tuesday on a 
14-18 vote. 
The governor said 19 of the 24 
legislators 
representing the 
district opposed the Harmer 
bill. 
“ It was simply forcing on a 
district 
something that 
ap­ 
parently 
the 
district didn’t 
want,” Reagan said. 
The governor also was asked 
to comment on Republican Sen. 
Robert Stevens’ complaint that 
he waited until the 1 1th hour to 
veto most of the 83 bills he 
rejected. Stevens charged on 
the Senate floor that this was 
“ deliberate” and that it “ bor­ 
dered on playing games with 
the constitution.” 
At 
his 
news 
conference, 
Reagan snapped: 
“ I ’ve got an answer for Sen. 
Stevens or any of the rest of 
them up there, if they will run 
their business a little better 
than to send 960 bills down in 
the last week.” 


The Legislature traditionally 
procrastinates until the final 
week of the regular session to 
pass the bulk of its major bills. 
Reagan 
said 
reform 
is 
“ clearly needed” in the legisla­ 
tive process. He contended that 
during the past decade when 
the Legislature was supposed to 
have modernized itself, “ it just 
went from about a $4 million 
legislative burden to about a 
$20 
million 
bureaucratic 
maze.” 
Actually, 
t h e Legislature 
costs taxpayers 
around $27 
million annually. 
Reagan 
said 
he 
has no 
intention of calling a special 
session on tax reform, 
as 
demanded by Unruh and other 
Democrats.

Miller had 
never raced in a “ closed pylon” 
race before and the competition 
was the first for the plane since 
the completion of its 
con­ 
struction 
nearly 
a year ago. 
Prior to the race Blackburn 
had considered the possibility 
of selling 
the Pitts design 
plane 
but Miller said Black­ 
burn had changed his mind and 
is now looking forward to the 
Reno races again next year. 
Miller called the experience 
“ one of the greatest thrills of 
my life.” He said the one day of 
bad winds provided problems 
but did not give him any feel­ 
ings of “ apprehension or fear.” 
“ I guess common sense ov­ 
errides stupidity in cases like 
that,” he said with a smile and 
explained 
he was more con­ 
cerned with taking care of the 
plane while bouncing around in 
the winds. 
Miller and the plane both had 
to be certified for racing be­ 
fore actually being allowed to 
compete. His qualifying 
time 
of 136.6 mph was 12th among 
16 planes and his heat race time 
of 126.6. mph, on the windy day 
was 6th.

The inexperienced player 
would probably have jumped 
to four s p a d e s with the 
North hand and would have 
attained the same happy re­ 
sult because South would not 
move.

a losing one. 


Incidentally, an e x p e r t 
might bi 1 a trifle stronger 
with the North hand by re- 
bidding two clubs as a cue 
bid and then going to three 
spades.

SMALL FR Y'AN D LARGE, 
AMERICANS ADOPT A N 
ENGLISH FOOD TREAT 


Inevitably, a course in European 
history, as it turns to explore the 
England of the 1800 s. will touch 
upon the one English folk ritual 
that today is still as rooted in the 
national consciousness as Stone­ 
henge or the Changing of the 
Guard — the English tradition of 
fish and chips 


In fact, as Americans increas­ 
ingly take to the ever-popular 
English delicacy (there are some 
35 000 fish and chips shops oper­ 
ating in England today», it might 
well be expected that high school 
history classes will devote in­ 
creased time to its fascinating 
history 


Fish and chips, an inseparable 
twosome today 
were originally 
sold separately in England for 
about one hundred years prior to 
their union 
Chips »the English 
name for small crispy pieces of 
potatoes that are deep fried) were 
brought to England from France 
about l84o In 1863 according to 
the archives of the Brit ish Fish 
f ryers Association, a tiny shop in 
the north of England added fried 
chipped potatoes to fried fish — 
and fish and chips was born 


Popularized by Charles Dickens, 
fish and chips was peddled in 
barrow-carts and hawked through 
the streets of London The buyer 
carried it off wrapped in a London 
newspaper and. as tradition has it. 
the newsprint added a special 
flavor 


VNhile the n \t of the world may 
have considered fish and chips as 
British and as non-exportable as 
the sound of the Bow Bells, the 
English themselves have no such 
proprietary feeling 
Indeed, they 
aie 
surprised 
when, 
venturing 
abroad 
they discover that their 
national delicacy is not universal 


It was with this attitude, and an 
accompanying sense of mission 
that a dedicated Englishm an 
named 11 addon Sail introduced fish 
and chips to the Foiled States in 
1865 
Leaving England s seaside 
resort town of Skegness, where his 
family operated a flourishing food 
business, the 35-yeai old 


headed for Sausalito. California 
There, in a small shop, he started 
frying fish according to the old 
family recipe The shop caught on 
so well that within a year the one 
shop had grown into a chain By 
the end of 1970, H Salt. Esq Au­ 
thentic English Fish & Chips Shops 
will number over 500 from coast- 
to-coast 


Salt s fish come from the cold 
waters around Iceland The entire 
operation is rigidly controlled, 
starting with the Icelandic fishing 
captain in Reykjavik who keeps his 
wise eyes turned to the daily catch, 
and continuing to the local inspect­ 
ors m the United States who see 
that the shop operators maintain 
the quality standards of the prod­ 
uct preparation 


The Salt way with fish and chips 
is to dip the Icelandic fillets in 
batter that is a special family 
recipe They re fried in pure pea­ 
nut oil. to a crisp, golden brown, 
while the chips si/zle alongside in 
a separate pan 


Whether or not a class devoted 
to the history of fish and chips ends 
up included in this school year s 
studies the idea of a real English 
ftsfc and chips party at home might 
be great fun Some British flags. 
Beatles recordings a spot of tea. 
some malt vinegar for extra sea­ 
soning is all it takes 
And. of

Someday, 
W e Can Drive

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
There are those who would change the name of our 
planet from Earth to Water because 70.8 per cent of the 
globe’s surface is covered with the stuff. 
These men are called oceanographers. They study the 
“ world ocean” and they can tell you some interesting 
things about it. 
The ocean contains approximately 4.3 quintillion gallons 
of water, 860 quadrillion pounds of salt, several fish, the 
Spanish Armada, Davy Jones’ locker, the lost city of 
Atlantis, the bones of Moby Dick (assuming he’s dead) 
and at least 481 concrete coffins filled with 66 tons of 
nerve gas. 
Homer once said the ocean is the source of all. He was 
more right than you think. The sea, we are told, is where 
human life began. In the past, it was a source of religion, 
a major source of transportation and, militarily, a source 
of power. 
Now it’s the world’s biggest garbage dump. 
Even before the Army began dumping its old chemical 
warfare munitions in the sea, civilization was several 
jumps ahead. Especially our civilization. 
According to a study conducted by the U.S. Department 
of the Interior, this country today contributes 90 per cent 
of the world’s effort toward polluting the ocean. We have 
filled it with garbage, industrial chemicals, radioactive 
waste, pesticides, sludge, thermal heat and oil slicks. Now 
it’s nerve gas. 
“ The whole problem is a very critical one,” says Dr. 
George J. Ridgway, who helped prepare the Department 
of the Interior’s report on the possible effects of dumping 
the nerve gas in the ocean. “ If we don’t stop using the 
ocean as a ready disposal unit, eventually some very 
serious problems are going to evolve.” 
The sea has always been something of a thick green 
rug under which man swept things he didn’t want. In the 
beginning they were small things: 
Dead bodies tied to rocks; live bodies still squirming 
from the gouge of a pirate’s sword; whining kittens tied 
in a gunny sack; or maybe a silver goblet flung overboard 
by some drunken Viking. 
Then, unfortunately, the things became larger and more 
undesirable. 
Aside from the battleships, passenger ships, aircraft 
carriers and PT boats that sank, there were old bricks 
from demolished buildings, old automobiles, old concrete 
sidewalks, old rusty pipes nobody wanted any more, old 
chemicals too weak to kill anything but fish, old DDT that 
somehow got washed out to sea off somebody’s cotton crop. 
Things like that. 
Eventually, the question was asked: 
How long until the ocean is full? How long until it is

just a sea of protruding port bows and steering wheels 
and elbow joints? 
Not as long as you might suppose. 
According to Dr. Paul Maughan of the Earth Satellite 
Corporation, the sinking of the Liberty ship LeBaron Rus­ 
sell Briggs and its nerve gas cargo is just one instance 
in thousands of willful pollution of the ocean. “ They have 
been dumping this stuff for years,” he said. 
“ People seem to figure that if you dump something in 
the ocean, it will not come back. This is not true. The 
ocean, like our rivers and streams, is being altered. It’s 
bigger, true, but we’re already measuring DDT (one part 
to one billion in the Gulf of Mexico). 
“ Every body of water can assimilate certain amounts 
and kinds of waste products, but every body of water- 
including the ocean—has a limit. The oceans are not in­ 
finite and they must not be considered the ultimate solu­ 
tion for waste disposal problems.” 
On the other hand, maybe we should consider dumping 
in the ocean as the ultimate solution. Think of the money 
the American tourist could save if he could drive to 
Barcelona on his vacation.

country. 
Almost nine of 10 Ameri­ 
can youths feel the United 
States is presently experi­ 
encing a recession, and that 
it will have serious unem­ 
ployment e f f e c t s on the 
country. 
Most youths (83 per cent) 
single out increased unem­ 
ployment as the worst effect 
ol the recession. College stu­ 
dents were s t r o n g e s t in 
blaming the recession for 
increasing unemployment 
(89 per cent), while 83 per 
cent of those out of school 
and only 75 per cent of those 
in high school felt similarly. 
Close to three-quarters of 
those in college and more 
than two-thirds of the high 
school respondents mention 
lack of jobs for young peo­ 
ple as an effect of the reces­ 
sion. Sixty-three per cent of 
the college students, 58 per 
cent of those out of school 
and 51 per cent of the high 
school students also related 
the recession to increasing 
crime. 
Three-quarters of the col­ 
lege s t u d e n t s and out of 
school respondents and 62 
per cent of the high school 
students said their buying 
power has been curtailed by 
the slowdown. 
What caused this reces­ 
sion? Most respondents said 
the U.S. government is pri­ 
marily responsible. 
Seven of 10 college and 
high school students placed 
the blame on Washington. 
Only 60 per cent of those out 
of school blamed the govern­ 
ment. 
Business was also said to 
be responsible for the reces­ 
sion though to a much lesser 
extent. Those out of school 
said business helped start 
the recession slightly more 
often than students did (33 
per cent vs. 30 per cent). 


Labor unions were seen as 
an additional cause of the 
recession. 


A quarter of the youths 
surveyed said labor unions 
are at least partly responsi­ 
ble for today’s decline in 
prosperity.

The respondents e x p e c t 
the federal government to 
take the initiative to bring 
an end to the recession.

About four of 10 respond­ 
ents feel the public, while 
not responsible for the re­ 
cession, should take steps to 
bring it to an end, and 48 per 
cent of the high school stu­ 
dents think the public should 
take the initiative.
